WHAT SPEECH IS FREE SPEECH? 
A 
Federal district court recently ruled that the 
postmaster general cannot refuse 
to deliver foreign 
produced 
com m unist 
literature 
advocating violence, 
sabotage,and other crimes against the people. The case in 
point involved “ The Crusader,” a vicious hate- sheet 
which bore the name of Robert Franklin Williams (an 
American). 
It was printed, produced, paid for and 
distributed by Red China. The art work for the material 
was communist- produced, and there is reason to believe 
that some of the hate material was actually written by 
the Reds, using the name of Williams. 
Is that what the founding fathers had in mind when 
they guaranteed the right of Americans to free speech? 
We wonder- because the Constitution also guarantees 
(in 
the Preamble) that the entire 
purpose o f the 
Constitution is “to form a more perfect Union, establish 
Justice, insure domestic Tranquility... and secure the 
Blessings of Liberty to ourselves and our Posterity...” 
Further, the Fourth Amendment guarantees “The 
right of the people to be secure in their persons, homes, 
papers, and effects (property)...” 
Does allowing a criminal psychopath (as Williams has 
been described) to teach and advocate violence “ insure 
domestic Tranquility”? Does such permissiveness under 
the rule o f “free speech” do anything to “secure the 
Blessings of Liberty to ourselves and our Posterity”? 
Does it not, in fact, gravely endanger our blessing of 
liberty? 
When a member of an extrem ist group, whatever the 
label, shoots you and kills you, or bum s down your home 
as a direct result o f the teaching and advocacy of such 
acts, have you not lost your guarantee to be “secure” in 
your person and your home? Was the Constitution,in the 
long run, m eant to protect the rights of would* be 
criminals and foreign enemies, or the rights of law- 
abiding citizens?

“ SMV” CAN SAVE YOUR LIFE 
Im ag in e yourself in the follow ing situation: You are 
driving along a country road at an easy 60 mph enjoying 
the scenery when suddenly you spot something ahead, 
with a bright orange triangle on it. What should you do? 
“Slow down and be prepared to stop ” advises William 
D. Hanford, an agricultural safety engineer at the National 
Safety Council. 
“That orange triangle,” says Hanford, “is the Slow- 
Moving Vehicle emblem now required in many states on 
the rear of all vehicles traveling on public roads and 
having a top speed of less than 25 mph. Examples o f slow 
moving vehicles are farm machinery, road maintenance 
and construction equipm ent, and animal drawn vehicles.” 
Hanford goes on to caution that the “25 mph” 
example is only a rule of thumb. “The average tractor or 
combine has a top speed of 15 mph. A heavily loaded 
vehicle may be doing only 5 or 10 miles per hour, or 
maybe slowing down or even stopped in preparation for a 
turn. Obviously, a car traveling 60 mph can be on top of 
such a slow vehicle in seconds. If the motorist is sleepy, 
distracted or cannot identify the situation ahead, he 
might not react in time to avoid a collision. 
“This highly visible emblem is a warning to the 
motorist that the vehicle in front of him is slow moving 
and that prompt safe driving action is required.” 
The use of the SMV emblem has helped in preventing 
many traffic accidents. For example, in Michigan where it 
is required on slow moving vehicles, rear end collisions 
between these and other vehicles have been running at 
about half of what they were. 
In passing a farm tractor or com bine, it is suggested 
that you 
are present and wish to pass. Note any sudden 
move on the part of the operator of the slow moving 
vehicle to turn into a field, farm drive way or other exit, 
n 'ore making your move, check traffic both ahead and 
ben d. When you are sure the way is clear, properly 
int 
your intention and move around the vehicle. 
The SMV 
emblem 
also works 
at night. When 
headlights strike it,the outer portion of the triangle gives 
off a bright red glow. 
“Every m otorist should know what the SMV emblem 
means and be able to pass a slow moving behicle safely,” 
Hanford says. “ It is especially important for urban 
residents traveling in the country to know the hazards 
and defenses o f rural driving as well as those associated 
with city streets and expressways.”
